Washington —(NC)— Fortune 
telling ind -lged in for amusement 
is no sin at all, according to a 
Catholic University of America 
theologian.

“I have one of the most respon- 
sible jobs in the world.

From the moment I start my dut- 
ies until the parents return I will 
keep awake, alert, watchful. I will 
be prepared to meet any emer- 
gency of accident or illness. I will 
know how and where to call the 
doctor, the police, the fire depart- 
ment, the telephone number where 


the parents, near friends or neigh- 


bors may be reached. 


“T will know how to care for 
simple burns, cuts and bruises. 
When entering a strange house I 
will take careful note of my sur- 
roundings and will observe and if 
possible correct any condition that 
may cause an accident during my 
presence. . .

Gypsies From Europe, 
North Africa Make 


‘Pilgrimage To Shrine 


| Paris—(NC) — The Basilica of 


Plan Courses For | 


Saintes Maries de la Mer was the 
scene of an unusual pilgrimage 
when gypsies from Europe and 
‘North Africa gathered there to 
venerate their patroness. 

The ancient church on. the 
French Mediterranean coast is 
said to contain the tombs of two 


‘of the Mary’s mentioned in the} 
Gospels. They are Mary Salome, |* 


and Mary of James, also called 
Mary of Cleophas. Both were pres 
ent at the Crucifixion. 


According to local tradition, the 


two Mary's were driven from the 
Holy Land by Herod and finally 
came to the shore of southern 
France. There they were welcom 
ed by a gypsy woman named 
Sarah, whom the Gypsies now 
honor as their patron saint. 
More than 40,000 local people 
also took part in the pilgrimage, 
led by Archbishop Charles de Pro 
vencheres of Aix-en-Provence, 
The Church in France has re 


cently started a campaign to aid, 


gypsies and overcome the wide 
spread prejudice against them. 


Living a nomadic life apart 


i'from other people, they are gen- 


erally disliked and discriminated 
against. Many villages have put 
up signs saying “Nomads not al 
lowed to stop here.” In other 
places they are permitted to stop, 
but only for two days.
